Secretary Baker indicated several | 
times that the bill as presented. in- | 
cluding its provision for compulsory 
universal military training for 19- | 
year-old youths, was that of military | 
experts rather than his own, althougn | 
it had his approval. He said that his 
own ‘“guess’’ was that an army of 
576,000 was perhaps somewhat lars- 
er than necessary, but that he aid 
not wish to take the responsibility 
of opposing the opinion of the coun- 
try’s greatest military men. 
Regarding the provisidn for main- 
tenance for three divisions in the in- 
'sular possessions, the Secretary ad- 
‘mitted that the force appeared to 
‘him somewhat large and agreed to, 
‘the suggestion of Senator Wadsworth |

THE COST OF THE WAR. 

The cost of the world war is estimated by 
George at 200 billion dollars. 
beyond finite comprehension. 
in the fourth dimension.. It may not help our under- 
standing much, either, to say that the money wasted 
‘In the war was sufficient to maintain the expenses of 
‘the American Gov ernment, at the pre-war rate, for two 
centuries, but such a statement must address itself ad- 
monishingly to the imagination. 

The British Premier undertakes to depict the conse- 
quences of the war waste to England by relating some 
‘comprehensible details. The adverse balance of trade, 
ihe says, which was $750,000,000 before the war, is now | 
more than four billions. It is a condition, he avers, | 
under which England cannot even exist, to say nothing 
of national prosperity. 
| Broadly speaking, England's plight is typical of all 
Europe, with the exception of a few of the nations that 
remained neutral. They all face a desperate future. The 
world war has left a world problem which can be solved 
only by the intelligent co-operation of the world. To 
that co-operation the United States can make the largest 
material contribution, and, possibly, the most effective | 
intellectual contribution. If we fail to do it we shall | 
gO down in the general crash. 

There are purblind Senators, like Reed of Missouri, 
who think that Europe's insolvency is nothing more 
than a regrettable incident to the United States. Mr. 
Reed confesses he is sorry for the people of Europe, 
but he would wash our hands of all national obligations 
with the assertion that “they brought their miseries on 
their own heads.” He would leave them to live or die 
by their own efforts. Less brutally frank, but subscrib- 
ing to that same murderous and suicidal philosophy, are 
| those other Senators who have joined in obstructing 
‘or delaying the ratification of the peace treaty, uncon- 
selous of the enormity of their conduct, of ‘the obloquy 
which history will attach to their names. 

The work of reconstructing the world awaits the rat-. 
ification of the peace treaty by the United States. Until 
that is done, every day adds to the forces of disaster and 
edges the world just so much nearer to the brink of de- 
spair beyond which lies chaos.
